THESE LIVES 
LOST IN THE 


ACCIDENT, 


The Boiler Exploded Caus- 


ing l.the Accident. 


WIlHmajr.tlc. Conn., Dec. 5.—A railroad 


accident, resulting In the loss oi three 
lives and thousands of dollaj-3 damage 
to frelg-ht and rolling stock, occurred on 
Che Central Vermont mllroad between 
Mansfield and Eag'.evllle, about 10 miles 
north of U«re, last nlffht. The victims 
are: 
Otln Hall, enBlneei-, Brattleboro, 


Vt.; Ber.Jamlr. Hall, fireman, Brattle- 
boro, and TV. P. Thomas, head brake- 
man, St. Albajis, Vt. 


The explosion of the boiler of 
the 


locomotive was the direct cause of the 
accident. The engineer was thrown 
about 100 feet, hla right thlqj| was brolten, 
and he lived about an hour; the fireman 
was crushed under the tender, and tha 
brakemaii. was thrown directly ahead 
of the trtiln a great distance. 


The train was a frelght'from Brattle- 


boro, Vt., to New London, and was made 
up of 17 cars. "While nearlng Eaglevllle 
It broke apart, and as It Just reached a 
steep down grade- Engineer Hall put on 
tull steam to get away, which resulted 
In the explosion. The engine and ona 
car went down an eight-foot embank- 
ment. The remaining cajg were all piled 
up together.
